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HISTORY. 

This  Institution  was  established  in  1871,  through  the  American  Mis- 
sionary Association. 

For  some  years  previous,  the  Association  had  sustained  a  number  of 
common  schools  in  the  City  of  Memphis. 

In  1870,  Dr.  F.  Julius  LeMoyne,  of  Washington,  Pennsylvania,  a 
life-long,  earnest  and  active  friend  of  the  colored  people,  gave  twenty 
thousand  dollars  to  be  used  by  the  Association  in  founding  an  English 
School  for  colored  youth  at  Memphis,  Tenn.  From  this  fund  the  nec- 
essary buildings  were  erected,  leaving  about  $11,000  as  an  endowment 
fund,  and  the  school  was  opened  September,  1871. 

The  Institution  has  since  been  sustained  by  the  Association. 

From  the  opening  of  the  school  to  the  present  time,  its  rooms  and 
classes  have  been  thronged  by  those  anxious  to  prepare  themselves  for 
teachers,  and  for  good  citizens. 

•DESIGN. 

The  especial  design  of  this  Institution  is  to  give  a  thoroughly  prac- 
tical English  education,  and  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools. 
During  the  entire  Course,  the  attention  of  the  student  is  constantly 
called  to  the  best  methods  of  presenting  each  subject;  so  that  when  a 
pupil  shall  have  mastered  a  lesson,  he  shall  not  only  be  familiar  with 
the  principles  therein  treated,  but  shall  also  have  some  clear  and  well- 
defined  ideas  how  they  may  be  successfully  taught  to  others. 

The  most  careful,  moral  and  religious  instruction  will  always  be  con- 
sidered of  the  utmost  importance ;  without  the  knowledge  and  love  of 
God  in  the  heart,  all  other  culture  will  prove  worse  than  useless. 

The  school  being  composed  mostly  of  teachers  and  those  preparing 
for  the  work  of  teaching,  its  discipline  and  moral  tone  can  be  kept  at 
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a  higher  average  than  ordinary  schools.  The  pupils  in  all  depart- 
ments work  harmoniously  -with  their  teachers,  and  find  their  happiness 
in  the  earnest  discharge  of  school  duties. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  school  consists  of  Normal,  Grammar,  Intermediate,  and  Pri- 
mary Departments. 

The  Normal  and  Grammar  departments  provide  thorough  instruc- 
tion, especially  in  those  branches  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  at  the  same  time  give  students  the  benefits  of  approved 
methods  of  teaching,  and  school  and  class  management. 

While  acquiring  the  knowledge  necessary  to  their  profession,  they 
can,  better  and  more  readily  that  at  any  other  time,  be  made  familiar 
with  the  best  methods  of  management,  and  of  imparting  instruction 
to  others. 

The  Training  Department  consists  of  Intermediate  and  Primary 
grades.  It  is  intended  that  the  Primary  shall  be  a  model  school,  where 
the  students  of  the  Normal  Department  may  witness  really  model 
work  with  younger  and  less  advanced  pupils  ;  besides  this,  each  Normal 
student  will  receive  careful  instruction  in  the  art  of  teaching,  and, 
at  the  proper  stage  of  progress,  be  required  to  teach  classes  in  the 
Training  Department,  under  the  supervision  and  kindly  criticism  of 
the  Principal  and  other  teachers. 

Other  criticism  lessons  are  interspersed  with  the  daily  lessons  of  the 
school,  testing  and  strengthening  the  powers  of  management  in  the 
students. 

The  Intermediate  Department,  besides  furnishing  a  training  school, 
is  designed  to  fit  students  for  the  Grammar  school  classes. 

FACILITIES  FOR  INSTRUCTION. 

The  school  possesses  a  complete  text-book  library  from  which  pupils 
may  secure  all  necessary  books  at  a  small  rental  per  term. 

A  general  circulating  library  of  over  one  thousand  well  selected  vol- 
umes and  pleasant  reading  rooms,  sustained  in  connection  with  the 
school,  are  entirely  free  to  students  and  to  the  public. 

Philosophical  apparatus,  globes,  charts,  anatomical  models,  a  human 
skeleton,  and  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  natural  history  speci- 
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mens,  give  means  for  illustration  and  the  thorough  and    intelligent 
teaching  of  the  various  branches. 

The  sewing  room,  with  sewing  machines,  cutting  table,  etc.;  the 
experimental  kitchen,  with  cooking  range  and  other  kitchen  and  house- 
hold furniture,  give  the  best  means  for  the  most  practical  training  in 
household  and  home  duties. 

RULES. 

Our  rules  of  government  are  few  in  number  and  general  in  applica- 
tion. Especial  rules  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  as  necessity- 
demands.  None  will  at  any  time  be  insisted  upon,  that  may  not  be 
embraced  in  the  Golden  Rule,  "Do  unto  others  as  you  would  that 
they  should  do  to  you." 

It  is  expected  of  course  that  they  include  : 

1.  .Neatness  of  person  and  of  dress. 

2.  Purity  of  word  and  of  behavior. 

3.  Cleanliness  of  desks,  books  and  rooms. 

4.  Genteel  bearing  to  teachers  and  fellow  students. 

5.  Punctuality  every  clay  and  promptness  in  every  duty,  to  the 
very  second  of  time.  No  excuse  can  be  taken  for  remissness  in  these 
respects  except  absolute  sickness,  or  permission  previously  obtained  of 
the  Principal. 

6.  Respect  for  all  the  rights  of  others  in  all  things. 

7.  Earnest  devotion  to  work. 

8.  Quietness  in  all  movements. 

9.  By  all  means  be  in  school  the  first  day  and  remain  till  the  last 
of  every  term. 

10.  Obedience  to  the  laws  of  love  and  duty. 

When  pupils  enter  the  school,  by  so  doing  they  virtually  agree  to 
abide  by  the  above  rules  and  principles  ;  when  their  conduct  ceases  to 
be  inspired  and  guided  by  such  rules  they  become  liable  to  temporary 
suspension  or  prompt  dismissal,  as  the  faculty  may  decide.

7.  Relations  of  teachers  to  pupils,  to  boards  of  education  and  to 
parents. 

8.  Conditions  of  success  in  teaching  and  governing,  and  rauses  of 
failure. 

9.  The  teacher's  responsibility  concerning  the  moral  education  of 
his  pupils  and  the  community. 

10.  Observation,  practice  teaching,  and  criticism. 

11.  Objects  to  be  secured  by  recitations:  to  test,  to  teach,  and  to 
train. 

12.  Art  of  questioning;  different  modes,  etc. 

13.  Relation  of  public  schools  to  the  welfare  of  the  community,  the 
State  and  Nation. 

14.  Methods  of  teaching  in  connection  with  each  branch  daily, 
while  the  branch  is  pursued. 
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RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Bible  is  regarded  as  the  most  important  book  taught  in  the 
school.  Besides  its  daily  use  at  morning  devotions,  an  hour  is  set 
aside  at  the  close  of  each  week's  work  for  its  careful  study,  and  for 
special  training  and  instruction  in  moral  and  religious  matters. 

As  a  result  of  this  work,  through  God's  blessing,  nearly  all  who  re- 
main any  length  of  time  in  the  school  are  led  to  accept  the  Savior  ami 
to  begin  Christian  lives. 

INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING. 

A  sewing  room  and  an  experimental  kitchen  have  been  fitted  up  in 
the  building,  and  classes  of  girls  have  received  careful  instruction  and 
had  practice  in  different  kinds  of  needle  work,  and  in  cutting  gar- 
ments, in  the  choice  and  proper  cooking  of  food,  and  in  general  house- 
keeping and  household  economy.  The  more  advanced  pupils  also 
receive  regular  instruction  in  the  care  of  the  sick,  sick  cooking,  etc., 
with  practice  under  a  competent  instructor. 

We  hope,  in  the  near  future,  to  add  a  shop  for  giving  to  the  young 
men  of  the  school  regular  instruction  in  woodworking  and  the  use  of 
woodworking  tools. 

The  easy  practicability  of  this  kind  of  work  in  connection  with  a  day 
school  has  been  satisfactorily  proven  by  our  work  in  this  direction  the 
past  years.
